Didsbury’s Brian Coleman 
took the title for the World 
Champion Six Horse Hitch at 
the Calgary Stampede for the 
sixth year in a row. 

“My Dad asked me if he would 
get a big head from this,” said 
wife Colleen Coleman. “And 
I said, ‘if you’ve been around 
horses, you’re humble’.” 

The couple have been act¬ 
ively involved in the heavy 
horse events at the Calgary 
Stampede for more than 20 
years. This year’s heavy horse 
events ran July 2-6. 

During this year's com¬ 
petition, 11 outfits of heavy 
horses came to the Stampede. 
All four heavy horse breeds 
- Percherons, Clydesdales, 
Belgians and Shires - were 
represented. The Calgary 
Philharmonic Orchestra played 
music as the wagons were 
pulled by three pairs of horses. 
The competition was close, and 
judges required three entries to 
be called back for a drive-off 
before Coleman was awarded 
the title. 

“We had basically the same 
group of horses as last year,” 
said Coleman in a press 
release. “We had one horse the 
first night that wasn't working 
too well so we had to put in 
one of the spares and (that) 
kind of changes the dynamics 
of the group." 

Although the spare horses 
train with the regular hitch, 
Coleman admits that a last- 
minute change is challenging 
“It doesn't have the same flow 
You have to work for every¬ 
thing." 

Colleen Coleman said lead¬ 
ing up to the event takes a lot 
of work. 

“You need the right team of 
horses and the right team of 
people to make sure everyt hing 
is done and they go into the 
ring with everything just right ." 
She said training usually begins 
a couple of months before the 
event where the men will drive 
the horses four times a week, 
while making sure to do chiro¬ 
practic and massage work on 
the other days. 

“It’s pretty intense months.” 

She said the last-minute work 
on the day itself - grooming 
and decorating - takes about 
two hours but the work seems 
to be worth it 

“A lot of people say why they 
keep conung back is because, 
(when) performing to a live 
orchestra ... horses pick up 
to it and perform with that 
special spark.

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Suicide spurs club into raising funds 

Goal is to put 1-800-SUICIDE signs on fire trucks

The Didsbury Car Club will host 
a Suicide Awareness Cruze Saturday, 
July 18 to raise money to place 
1-800-SUICIDE signs on every fire 
truck in the six municipal fire depart¬ 
ments located within Mountain View 
County’s borders. 

The event is the “positive outcome 
of a terrible problem” and prompted 
by the suicide of a Didsbury volun¬ 
teer firefighter this spring, said Cruze 
organizer Dana Munn. 

Munn and his son, who attended 
school with the victim, witnessed 
emergency vehicles responding to the 
suicide as they worked together on a 
vehicle in a shop on the family prop¬ 
erty. 


“I don’t want to talk about this any¬ 
more, I want to do something,” Munn 
told his son. 

Suicide is second to cancer as the 
leading causes of death for young 
people between 15 and 25 years of age 
in Canada, Munn learned. 

“And Alberta has the second-highest 
youth suicide rate in Canada," he said. 

The 1-800-SUICDE help line is a 
North American emergency call-in ser¬ 
vice supported by local distress line 
and mental heath organizations. 

Munn compared it to other counsel¬ 
ling options, many of which in his 
opinion are “less than stellar ideas” for 
young men who need help but want it 
to be discrete or anonymous. 

“It’s time to help and 1-800-SUICIDE 
is the best choice,” Munn decided. 

When he approached the 42-member 


car club the response was so positive 
that plans for the 150-kilometre Car 
Cruze were launched within hours. 

“The Car Cruze entry donation is a 
minimum of $50, Gil Enns explained. 

“This can be paid by the entrant or 
they can seek pledges - and the pledg¬ 
es can add up to an entry fee over $50. 
The registration and pledge form is 
downloadable at www.didsburyshow- 
andshine.ca.” Enns said. 

The Cruze participants will gather 
after 8:30 a.m. at the Centex gas station 
and Tim Hortons in Didsbury, and the 
Cruze will start for Carstairs at 10 am. 

It will stop at the fire halls in Carstairs, 
Cremona, Water Valley, Sundre and 
Olds. 

Cruze entrants will participate in 
the Beef and Barley Days parade in 
Carstairs. There will be a hotdog bar¬ 


becue lunch in Water Valley. 

Entrants can join in a hand of poker 
at each of the five fire halls. 

The cost of the poker rally is $5 per 
hand or $20 for the five hands. 

The Cruze will arrive back in Didsbuiy 
for a wind-up party at Memorial Park, 
with a beer garden, music by the Kin 
Band and the awards. 

The participant raising the most 
money in pledges will win a Traeger 
barbecue. 

The poker winner will split the poker 
rally proceeds with the suicide aware¬ 
ness cause. 

This will be the first of an annual Car 
Cruze, said Enns. 

The Didsbury Car Club organizes and 
sponsors the 23-year-old Mother’s Day 
Show and Shine, and is working on 
organizing a demolition derby, he said.

Educating rural health 
professionals is an 
important part of STARS’ 
mandate. The organiza¬ 
tion has two mobile edu¬ 
cation units in Alberta 
that can be dispatched to 
hospitals to provide doc¬ 
tors, nurses and others 
a hands-on education in 
mobile medicine. She 
said often, rural doctors 
may not be able to leave 
their conununity to get 
continuing education. 

“Education is a manda¬ 
tory thing in all that we 
do,” Famden told coun¬ 
cil members. 

Fundraising makes 
up 76 per cent of the 
non-profit organization’s 
budget, with the remain¬ 
der coming from the prov¬ 
incial government. Last 
year, that totalled $36 
million for the Alberta 
portion of STARS’ 
operations.

A Didsbury 
homecoming 

1 was taught as a journalist to report the story but 
never to be the story. 

Permit me to make an exception on this occasion 
only. Perhaps by breaking the rule, I can prove it to 
be true. 

Being appointed by Mountain View Publishing as 
editor of the Disbury Review is for me, the next best 
thing to a homecoming. 

The day I was offered this 
job was the best day in my 
life since my wife died in 
2013. 

I have not lived in Didsbury, 
however, Mountain View 
County is familiar ground. 

I have reported in recent 
years on arraignments at the 
provincial court. 

I have attended family 
funerals at Zion. 

A friend was rector at St.

Didsbury had a used book¬ 
store in a house where I left 
money behind like some 
people leave money in slot machines. 

My introduction to Mountain View politics came 
from Bob Clark when he took me to a constituency 
meeting in a community hall somewhere in the foot¬ 
hills in the summer of 1970. 

For several years in the 1990s, my late wife Florence 
and I had a place on six acres between Bearberry and 
James River. 

We called it Willow Springs because fresh water 
bubbled out of the ground amid the willows and fed 
a brook. 

At Willow Springs I wrote a biography about 
Preston Manning and a second edition of one on 
Ralph Klein. 

As an executive with a nuqor company, Florence 
had a special working relationship with Olds College 
and 1 endowed a bursary there and a bench and 
bridge in its wetlands in her memory. 

I have been a newspaper reporter and the author 
of four books and book editor in Alberta since the 
summer of 1967. 

I have written in The Albertan (now the Calgary 
Sun). The Calgary Herald, Alberta Report, Oilweek, 
Alberta Venture and albertaviews. 

All of this experience does not qualify me to edit 
and write for the Didsbury Review. 

What is missing is to live in the community, to lis¬ 
ten to its stories, to attend its public events, to have 
a library card, to swim at the aquaplex, to breathe its 
air, to know its people.

Food waste law off target

France is known for its good 
food, but also for its political the¬ 
atrics. And, of course, food can 
be very political. The country 
recently decided to make food 
waste a priority by forcing food 
retail stores to give unsold food 
to charity. 

The new law obliges food stores 
to sign contracts with charities by 
July 2016 or face penalties, includ¬ 
ing fines of more than $100,000 or 
two years of incarceration. Quite 
spectacular, isn't it? 

Whether or not the new legisla¬ 
tion will actually work to benefit 
food banks and community-based 
organizations is up for debate. 
But France's move on food waste 
does raise important questions 
on governments' role in curbing 
food waste in the private sector 
through legislation. 

While France's new law is inter¬ 
esting, if you look at the scope 
of its influence it really does not 
capture much of the food waste 
problem. The new law only affects 
big box stores which contribute 
about five to six per cent of the 
food waste generated in the entire 
food chain. As in Canada, most 
of France's unsold products by 
large chains already find their 
way to charities. Large retailers 
already have more than 4,500 
signed agreements with commu¬ 
nity-based charities, so many are 


not sure how they are supposed to 
modify existing practices. 

In addition, this new legislation 
may impact how charities can 
support food donations. Many of 
these organizations may need to 
find new ways to accommodate 
food donations requiring fridges 
and trucks, and many do not have 
that kind of equipment. Food con¬ 
servation and preparation capaci¬ 
ties are as important as having 
access to food in the first place. 

The biggest concern, of course, 
is bureaucracy. With new regula¬ 
tions come more reports, moni¬ 
toring and administrative duties. 
In food retailing, increased time 
will now be devoted to generat¬ 
ing evidence of compliance which 
is certainly not welcome news 
for France's food distribution 
industry. France's splash on food 
waste is great for headlines, but 
it will likely hamper the industry's 
efforts to help those in need of 
affordable foods. 

Fortunately, the law has other 
provisions beyond trying to install 
more food waste discipline within 
the industry. It will also introduce 
an education program about food 
waste in schools and businesses. 
The plan also sets ambitious food 
waste birgets for 2025. Such an 
approach certainly has merit when 
looking at the issue of food waste 
at its core. 

Food waste is obviously a well- 
documented challenge for human¬ 
ity. A report published a few 


years ago showed that Canadian 
households threw away 2.1 million 
tonnes of food in one year, enough 
to fill Toronto's Rogers Centre 
three times over. For each family, 
that equates to about $1,500 of 
food a year. This doesn't include 
all the energy required to produce 
the food in the first place. So, 
essentially, consumers are respon¬ 
sible for more than half of all the 
food wasted on a yearly basis. 

The most influential food waste 
manager in the entire food sup¬ 
ply chain remains the consumer, 
not the state. Governments can 
only do so much, and educational 
programs can be helpful. As we 
are increasingly valuing nutrition 
in our everyday lives, frugalness 
is a virtue. The art of repurposing 
leftovers can be exploited by any¬ 
one. Taking frequent stock of our 
pantries and fridges can also go a 
long way. 

Since food prices are only going 
to continue to rise, that is enough 
of an incentive to be more vigilant 
about the food we buy and con¬ 
sume. And if we slip, which can 
happen from time to time, we can 
think of those in need and visit 
our favourite food bank. Such an 
approach is much more meaning¬ 
ful than forcing retailers to do 
somet hing most are already doing.
